he Setting: A golden room in 

Fairfield...french doors onto a 
balcony...desk, chair, antique cabinet 
filled with piano music...guitar, drum, 
music stand, baby grand piano. A tumbler 
of scotch sits beside the open score of 
Jacques Ibert’s Escales, arranged for 
piano and oboe. 


The Players: Jennifer Harvey on Piano 
Eliorah Marr on Oboe 


They perform a small section from 
Escales. Jennifer plays a staccato beat 
underneath the winding song of. the 
oboe. This is snake charmer’ music, 
evoking India, incense, streets busy with 
commerce and coercion. 


The piece is part of their upcoming 
recital, a benefit concert for Sandy 
Merriman House, Victoria’s new 
emergency women's shelter. Eliorah 
explains- 


E-This is part of Jacques Ibert’s Escales, 
which is actually an orchestral piece that 
has been arranged for oboe and piano. A 
lot of the music we will be playing are 
transcriptions from other pieces. It works 
really well for the instruments we’re 
using. 


J-We've chosen a recital of French music 
and we're entitling the recital- 


E-Colourful Tapestries of-Sound. The 
reason the name came to me is that it 
allows us as musicians to really get into 
the different colours that our instruments 
can portray. All different types of music 
allow us to do that, but | don’t think any 
type of music really challenges different 
colours out of your individual instrument 
better than French music. So much of it, 
even though it’s French, isn’t about 
France. It’s about India: you feel like you 
want to smell the sense of bergamot and 
things and colours. | just keep seeing 
these Indian rugs in my head when | play. 


j-Which is really wild for me because as a 
pianist there is a large repertoire (of 


music to chose from) and French music is***""" 


just a small portion of that. Eliorah has 
_introduced me to a whole world of music, 
basically for oboe and piano. French 
music is quite common in that repertoire. 


E-They have a lot for oboe. 


L-is the oboe a traditionally French 
instrument? 


E-It is. It came from France. Its real name 
is hautbois, which means “high wood”. 
It's high and it’s made of wood, so it’s a 
good name. (laughter) 


J-It's great music for me as a pianist to 
play because it is not your typical piano 
accompaniment where the piano is hard 


L-Jen, you studied at UVic? 


J-Yes, and I’m back studying again. | 
graduated in 1994 with my Bachelor of 
Music in Piano Performance. | studied 
with Dr. Wood for three years and he 
changed my musical life in very 
wonderful ways. Now I’m back at school 
doing the Music Education program, so 
it's a whole different ball game entirely. 
But | whip down to the music school 
occasionally to get my fill of culture. 

| guess not many people really know 
what actually goes on in the music 
school; it’s quite a mystery. | must say it’s 
huge clique, | think, in a lot of ways.

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dish and then put it in the surrogate 
mother. The baby could have no genetic 
ties to either the adoptive parents nor the 
surrogate mother. There is little analysis 
about what this means to the child growing 


up. 


What about the class implications of these 
technologies? 

There are huge class implications which 
have been addressed in feminist literature, 
but have not been covered by the medical 
industry at all. You have women who are 
poor who are selling or renting out there 
womb for nine months so that rich women 
can have babies. The majority of surrogates 
do it for the money, they need that $10 000 
or that $15 000 and the adoptive parents 
are paying $40 000 to $45 000 for the baby.

wanted to write on the issue of reproductive technology 
for the women’s issue of OFFBEAT but | didn’t know 
where to start. I’m familiar with biotechnology, but I’ve 


~ never done much reading on how this industry overlaps 


with reproductive technology and how all this affects 
women. So instead of starting at the beginning and 
looking up all sorts of books at the library, | decided to 
approach my friend Lee-Anne Clarke. She has been 
following the issue for some years, and is familiar with 
the different perspectives. What resulted was an 
interview/conversation which is not an in depth analysis 
but rather a guide to the different issues surrounding the 
implications of reproductive technologies. 


How did you first become interested in the whole idea of 
reproductive technology? 

My interests were peaked around all the debates 
concerning surrogacy and the rights of surrogate mothers 
and adoptive mothers. In learning about the 
consequences of surrogacy | learned about invitro- 
fertilization and about the genetic testing and genetic 
engineering that’s going on. There are huge ethical 
questions around these issues not to mention moral and 
practical questions. What disturbed: me. was the more | 
read the more | noticed the lack of women’s experiences 
being included in the medical testimony. 


dealing with this , but through the 
eighties there very few accessible books. 


What exactly is surrogate motherhood and 
what does it mean for women? 

Well surrogacy is when a women carries a 
baby for nine months, gives birth and 
hands it over to the adoptive mother. The 
surrogate mother is paid between $10000 
and $15 000 to do this. So it all adds to 
the baby trade. Reproductive technology 
is also getting more sophisticated. Babies can now have 
any where between 1 to 3 mothers and 1 to 2 fathers. 
The medical industry can inseminate an egg in a petri

down with the contracts. But the biggest 
profiteers are the pharmaceutical 
companies. They produce all the 
medications around the surrogacy 
procedure, and they produce all the technology . 


How does genetics fit in with this? 
Pharmaceutical companies are 
patenting life-forms, like certain 
types of mice. They can change 
a black mouse embryo into a 
white mouse embryo. The 
pharmaceutical industry is 
currently involved the human- 
geno product. They are trying to 
map out the human DNA. This 
means pinpointing the gene 
that causes homosexuality, blue 
eyes, pigment, disabilities and so 
forth. So instead of learning 
how to appreciate difference, 
we are trying to wipe 
differences out. It shows the 
fears this society has around 
disabilities and anything that is 
not considered normal. It also 
reflects our country’s history of: + 
eugenics. In 1933, BC. passed the xual sterilization act 
that says that people must be sterilized 
who might reproduce children who 
would have physical or mental 
abnormalities. There is now the 
technology to move towards the quest for 
a perfect embryo. 

Where do we draw the line? Is Downs 
Syndrome unacceptable, lesbianism, 
brown eyes? Once we open that box of 
tricks there is no closing the box up again 
because whoever has the most power is 
going to be deciding what's expectable 
and what's not. 


Is this being implemented in any way right now? 

Right now women over 35 having a baby are supposed to 
go through amniosynethesis. Amniosynethesis is when a 
needle is inserted into a 
women's uterus and 
amniotic fluid is taken 
out. This fluid is analysed 
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to look for so-called diseases, such as Downs Syndrome. 
Many doctors recommend this as a screening process. If 
the woman refuses to be tested then she risks being 
refused government funding to cover any special needs 
the child may have. In the US, insurance companies refuse 
to cover any costs for special needs if an amniosynthesis 
hasn’t been done. It becomes a test of quality control. Its 
not the women or the family who decide if they can 
handle a child with special needs, it’s the government or 
insurance companies. 


How does reproductive technology affect women? 

Well there are the various side-effects of the drugs 
surrounding surrogacy. As well, women often have 
multiple fetuses in one pregnancy where none of the 
fetuses or babies survive. Both women and children are 
being viewed as commodities. Babies are being bought 
and sold through this industry. And women are being 
viewed as wombs. The medical language surrounding this 
industry reflects this attitude. The women is called the 
egg-donor. Women’s body's are being used as 
experimental sites. 


But some women want this technology so they can have kids? 

In 1990 the Canadian government spent $3.5 million on 
reproductive technology. But they only spent $400 000 
trying to find out why women are infertile. We also need 
to look at why people feel they need to have their own 
children. | don’t know what its like, because | have 
children of my own But there are lots of ways to be 
included in children’s lives without giving birth to them. 
If we didn’t live in such nuclear communities, | think the 
focus would change. None of 
this reproductive technology 
addresses the social conditions 
women are in, it doesn’t 
address poverty, sexual 
oppression, isolation of nuclear 
families. This technology only 
perpetuates these situations. 
Not to mention that this 
industry serves only 
heterosexual couples, there are 
very few places in North 
America where you can have 
invitro fertilization if you are a 
lesbian.

efore | begin to tell you how positively 

beautiful, haunting and inspiring this 3-CD 
collection is, | must ask you to refrain from 
calling it ‘World Music’. In fact, | am tempted 
to ask you to rethink that term. What does it 
mean? What is it applied to? Is there truly a 
style known as ‘World Music’? Can we 
legitimately lump all non-English, non-Western 
music together into that one narrow and 
vaguely defined category? | don’t think so. 

Listen to the traditional music of Tarika Sammy - a band from Madagascar. Hear its 
incredible harmonies and the persistent percussion. How could we possible place it in the same 
musical category as the equally engaging vocal mastery (mistressy?) of The Bulgarian State 
Radio and Television Female Vocal Choir? Or, the quiet modesty of the Pashtu singer, 
Zarsanga? 

A close look at the gals included on the compilation might cause someone to exclaim, “ 
What is Patsy Cline doing on this Cd?” Well , why shouldn’t she be included? You'll also find 
the likes of Aretha Franklin and Cedella Marley-Booker ( Bob’s mom) on these discs as well as 
Marlene Dietrich and Edith Piaf. 

Well then, if we cannot call it ‘World Music’, what can we call it? Why don’t we refer to the 
lively and energetic pop music by Nasida Ria -a band comprised of nine Islamic women from 
Central Java- as pop music or, to be more accurate, qasidah. Qasidah is a term which the group 
itself applies to its music. It means ‘Islamic pop’. Tiddas is an “Australian band featuring three 
women - two of whom are aboriginal. Although the women in Tiddas name Aboriginal 
singer/songwriters as their primary influences, they do not wish to be bound by the cultural 
stereotypes of Aboriginal women upon which the music industry is only too willing to 
capitalize. The fact that they have opened for acts such as Sweet Honey in the Rock, Midnight 
Oil and Melissa Etheridge should indicate their - uhm- crossover potential. 

There are 41 songs on this CD and | would love to write about each one. Instead, 
encourage you to pick up a copy of the compilation. Not only will it inspire you to dance ia 
sing around the living room, it's guaranteed to awaken new interests in you and reacquaint 
you with music which has been lost to you. 

The compilation comes complete with bios on the women featured. Many of the women 
have overcome great obstacles and political turmoil in their lives and sing about it in their 
songs. For example, the Wassoulou singer Oumou Sangare sings about the contributions of 
women to society and urges people to treat women with respect. 

The compilation was released in association with the UN Conference on Women at Beijing. 
One of the compilation’s purposes is to be “a unique and valuable record of the 
representational voices of women at the end of the twentieth century”. Its other purpose is to 
raise money for UNIFEM (United Nations Development Fund for Women), an organization 
whose mission is to support the efforts of women in the less-developed world to achieve their 
objectives for economic and social development and for equality.

Here s how to do i 3 over the counter at Sacred Herb for between $10 
and $45 for 10 seeds. For indoor you want to get the smaller Indica variety, spendthe 
money and get 30 seeds to get (at least) 10 good females. To get clones you have to 
"know someone”, and it will cost you $10 - $15 per clone, but you cut your harvest time 
by a couple of months. 

2) Buy lights, pots, good soil, a fan and a timer: If you're on a Kraft budget you 

_can get by with a $30 florescent set up, but use full spectrum tubes like the Phillips 

TL80's. Or you can go for a 400 Watt High Pressure Sodium rig for less than $300. 

3) Get a space, germinate your seeds, and grow: Keep the lights on constantly for 
a month or two, until the plants are 8 to 14 inches high, only watering them when they 
want it, keep the fan on the plants. Switch the lights to a 12 hours on 12 off cycle to 
start the plant's reproductive cycle. In two weeks to a month you can spot the males 
from the females. Take out the males and grow them to make rope, cloth or paper. 

4) Harvest: Between 90 and 120 days after planting you can harvest the females (for 
10 plants) between 5 oz and 40 oz, that gets you a whopping "street price’ of between 
$1250 and $10,000 for a total cost of between $50 and $400. And with the dreaded 
Federal drug legislation Bill C-7 dead you can do all this with minimal risk for maximum 
profit. And if you do get caught (and face a minimal fine and confiscation of your 
plants), you can learn a lot more defending yourself in court, than you can just reading 
about it. Remember: "It is the moral obligation of every citizen to disobey unjust laws"*. 

- Plus! You get to learn how to grow your own. You get on the front line of the leading 
environmental and human rights movement on the planet. And you have found your 
way out of the debt dilema our Federal government has saddled us with, the planetary 
crisis the United Nations have given us, and the moral dilema the church has left us with: 
Original sin is original prohibition. Think about it.

All | tell you is 
that Daddy’s Hands are 1) a delight for the 
purpose of listening and performance 
pleasure 2) a band to watch for with open 
ears and eyes 3) swell peoples, and 4) an 
important band in general. 

That is all. Read on. 

The interview took place in ?’s house. Of 
the four members, only Mancoat and 
Mousey Connect lon were present.? should 
have been present, but | was late for the 
scheduled meeting time. My apologies once 
again to ?, for my tardiness, and my inability 
to wake up on time. So, with (yet) further 
words from myself, | present the interview: 


OFFBEAT: | hear you are recording this 

_ Friday (Feb. 16, 1996). Could you elaborate 
a bit on what is going to take place?
